Nearly  always, 
these  propoeala  suggest  that  the  aggressor  be 
allowed  to  retain  all  property  that  has  been 
seized  and  that  noTeparatlon  or  redresar  he 
mentlmiekl. 

Ill  the  latest  in.staiico,  propn:  il ,  rniriKuiK  by 
way  of  the  Low  Countries  mention  a  six-point 
plan  In  which:  No  country  would  claim  war 
damage;  Sudeten  Regions  v.ould  remain  German; 
Poland  would  voluntarily  cede  what  ha.s  been 
wrested  from  her  by  force;  a  plebiscite  would  be 
held  In  Auatria.  under  qiiaal'-Oerman  control; 
a  commission,  with  Germany  a.s  a  member,  would 
rule  on  the  ultimate  fates  of  the  Csechs,  Poles 
and  Slovaks:  and,  finally,  "eeoffomle  problehis 
mu.st  br  .solved  Immediately." 

Leaving  aside  the  fact  that  economic  problems 
are  not  likely  to  be  solved  Immediately,  war  or 
no  war,  the  balance  of  the  proposals  would  seem 
to  suggest  that  all  the  cream  be  handed  to  the 
aggressor,  and  all  the  skim  milk  to  the  aggrieved. 
Why''  By  whom  has  aggression  been  recognized 
and  jiiiKlocI  out  for  particular  rewards'"  Not  by 
the  civilized  nations  of  the  world,  for  that  Is 
what  the  preeent  conflict  Is  about—to  put  an 
end  to  agRres.sioti.
